He Is Caught by the Wheel of a Pass- 


ing Wagon.

A Distressing Scene—The Grief-Stricken Father 


and Mother—What the Street-Car Passen- 
gers and Other Eye-Witnesses 
Say of the Accident. 


Yesterday morning, at about a quarter to 9 
o'clock, a frightful accident occurred near 
the corner of Fort and First streets. 

Ernest Eberhardt was driving a loaded 
brick wagon, going west on First street. 
When turning the corner of Fort street, car 
No. 14 of the Central line came along. 
They met on the Fort-street end of the 
curve. Just at that moment Arthur 
Stephens, a lad about 9 years of age, either 
jumped or fell off the car and rolled in 
frontof the near forward wheel of the 
brick wagon. The wheel passed over the 
boy’s shoulder and head, killing him almost 
instantly. The boy was carried across the 
street and laid on the porch in front of No. 
3 Fort street, the parents and a doctor being 
sent for immediately. Dr. Cochran and the 


mother arrived in a few minutes. The poor 


mother clasped her boy to her breast, and, 
with tears streaming down her face, 
begged, “Oh, Doetor, save my child! do 
something for my boy!” The unfortunate 
boy was already past human relief. The 
father soon arrived, and the meeting of 
father and mother in the presence of their 
dead child was indeed pitiful. Dr. Coehran 
injected brandy and applied other stimu- 
lants, but it was of no avail, as death must 
have occurred almost immediatel y after the 
cruel wheel had passed over the boy's body. 
Arthur Stephens is the son of ex Judge 

Stephens and wife, No. 11 South Hill 
street. The driver of the brick wagon 
states that he is employed hauling brick 
1 1 Church's brickyard. He resides at 

2 South Spring street. He was driving 
— 5 and when turning the corner he met 
the car ¢oming along up Fort street. As 
the wagon got ae oon the car he felt some- 
thing stopping the wagon; he pulled up his 
horses and stopped the team. The wagon 
being on a slight grade, and heavily loaded, 
he could not stop in time to save the boy. 


A TIMEs reporter had several conversa- , 


tions with eye-witnesses of the sad affair, 
and nearly all of them exonerate the driver 
of the wagon from blame. 

L. R. Cleveland, of the Express, says he 
was riding on the car and that the boy with 
a companion (his brother) had just got on 
the car, when Arthur jumped off and fell 

oe living at 251 Olive street, 
saan the varie er of the wagon to blame 
for having driven so near the track. 

From all that could be learned the sad 
rate of the child was aceidental. The driver 
of the car is named Barnum, and is not to 
be blamed, as his back was turned to the 
whole proceeding. ) 

Officer Fletcher arrested Eberhardt and 
took him to the police station, where he will 
await an investigation in the matter.

_ New York, July 8. 
I asked Gen. Sherman bluntly one day why 
he bad never allowed his friends to push his 
name for the presidency. The veteran looked 
at me, astonishment pictured in every line of 

his face, and answered vehemently: 
„Because I am not a fool, young man; be- 
cause I wasn’t a fool. The presidency!” 
scornfully. ‘‘Do you know what it means? 
What but to be pestered unceasingly with 
everybody you ever knew and everybody 
you didn’t know; to be hissed and denounced 
by half your fellow creatures and to be in- 
veighed against by all creation? Nearly all 
our presidents died long before their time. 
The people murder them. There’s not much 
cause for ambition in that. And what is

Gen. Sherman bas an rapidly in the last 
few years, though his form is still erect and 
his bearing as soldierly as when he led the 
boys in blue on their great march through 
Georgia. He, with his family, has occupied 
rooms at the Fifth Avenue hotel since last 
October, where he says he will continue to 


hopes to locate on Lake Cour d’Elene, in 
Idaho, a spot he has picked out as among the 
loveliest places in the world. He is 67 years 
old. For fifty-one years he has been in the 

army. But I could tight yet,” he said to me, 
“and would sooner a thousand times go. out 
in the ranks today than think of engaging 
in anything political.”

„Do you think so? You are mistaken,” 
vehemently again.

“Why not? This country has every ele- 
ment under the sun in it. It is the greatest 
country in the world, and has more great 
issues to face than any other country. Does 
not history show the going and coming of 
warlike eras, and does not study of the ad- 
vance of civilization in the past show that 
wars are not to be done away with? When 
nations degenerate and lose their power other 
nations sweep the weak one out of their path, 
and another era begins. See our population, 
how it is swelling annually. What is to be- 
come of the people? A great many of them 
will be killed, I fear.”

„No. There will be no trouble on their 
account.” 
Gen. Sherman Lives ie the memories of his 
army life. The boys seem to look on me as 
a kind of father,” he said to me, and I’m 
glad they do, for God knows I love them all,” 
and tears stood in his eyes as he said it. Those 
in a position to know say the general is con- 
stantly importuned for help by ex-soldiers, 
their widows and children. Some of them 
ask for money, and the general has at times 
taxed his resources severely by generosity in 
meeting such appeals. His total income is 
about $15,000, but his family expenses are 
large, and he has never engaged in business. 
He is unable to requests to be present at 
reunions and other army meetings, and has 
always borne his own expenses on such oc- 
casions. His rooms at the Fifth Avenue are 
besieged with people daily, many of them 
‘ladies, with whom the veteran is a prime 
favorite. Mrs. Sherman is something younger 
than the general, a well preserved and kindly 
lady. They have six children, two boys, the 
eldest of whom, Thomas, is a priest at Detroit, 
a step much opposed by the father when pro- 
posed. The other boy, Tecumseh, will grad- 
uate at Yale next year, and will then read 
law in Senator Evarts’ office. 

Two of the general’s daughtere are mar- 
ried— Minnie to Thomas W. Fitch, of Pitts 
burg, who is in the iron business. This 
couple has four children. ‘The other mar- 
ried daughter is the wife of a Mr. Thackera, 
of Philadelphia, also with four children. Of 

grandchildren the general is very fond. 
Two unmarried daughters, Lizzie and Gracie, 
are with their parents, charming, sensible 
young ladies, well known in Gotham society 
circles. 

“I have had opportunity to make some 
money in Gen. Sherman said. 
Schemes have been broached to me that 
would not require investment on my part, 
but 1 have always fought shy of them. 1 
am a soldier and nothing else. I don't want 
to be anything else. Writing for the maga- 
zines has been proposed to me, and liberal 
proffers have been made by some of these 
publishers, but I won't accept them. In 
many cases, if I were to write the truth, I 
would have my old days embittered far more 
than the money could pay for, and I won't 
write lies.“ «** 

I asked the general what part of the war 
gave him the greatest concern as a citizen 
and soldier. 

“The beginning,” he replied; “the group- 
ing of events which led to the secession of the 
southern states. When the war cloud broke 
all that could be done was to fight it down. 
There were no ifs and ands about it; fo 
questions of the time were simplified and 
clearly defined.” 

At what time during the war were you 
most perplexed or most in doubt about your 
plans or those of others?” 

“I don’t think anything in plain view ever 
gave me serious concern —— the fighting 
had commenced,” the general answered. “My 
greatest concern and perplexity was about
